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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to an amendment filed 21 September 2006 in which 
claim 157 was amended and claims 439-551 were added. Claims 157 and 439-551 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 57 and 439-55 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 157 and 439-55 1 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the 
prior art fails to teach and/or suggest the various methods or systems for producing a modulated 
beam of electromagnetic energy/light or displaying an image with the various claimed 
combination of features including means for providing/producing, converting/resolving, 
separating, forming, adjusting/altering, and combining the beam of electromagnetic energy/light 
and especially absorbing a portion of electromagnetic energy of at least one of the beams of light 
at a beam stop, wherein the portion being absorbed is dependent upon the wavelength of the at 
least one beam.
